Today, 
Noe-33 is the only collectible Pine Tree sixpence, known to the 
extent of 200 to 300 pieces. Less than two dozen examples of the 
other two varieties are known in all grades. 

This appears to be one of the finest surviving examples of the 
variety, finer than either the Hain or Ford specimens, based on 
comparison with the catalog photos. It has lovely gray and dark 
blue color, with traces of iridescent highlights on both sides. Listed

The present piece from the Norweb Collection was graded 
AU55, prooflike, in that catalog. Walter Breen listed the coin 
as first in his Condition Census of business strikes, the only AU 
example known. The surfaces show a few light lines that appear 
to be the result of harmless camel-hair brushing in conjunction 
with a coin preservative. This piece is boldly detailed with satiny 
medium brown and emerald surfaces, along with iridescent 
overtones. A darker area at 10 o’clock on the obverse extends 
to the edge. In 1987, Bowers and Merena described this piece 
in the Norweb catalog as: “AU-55, prooflike. Earlier considered 
by some observers, including Mrs. Norweb, to be a Proof, and 
inventoried as such in the Norweb Collection. This is the 
piece which Walter Breen in his Condition Census designates 
as the finest known business strike original 1831 half cent.” 

Today, many believe that all 1831 half cents were struck as 
proofs. Mint records indicate a production of 2,200 half cents 
in 1831, suggesting that some may have been coined as business 
strikes. Historically, the 1831 half cents have been called a 
proof-only issue. In 1971 Roger S. Cohen, Jr., wrote: “For many 
years coin catalogues had the erroneous notation ‘Proof only’ 
for this date, and some continue to perpetuate this error. Walter 
Breen was the first person to my knowledge to point out that 
both business strikes and proofs were struck from these dies.” 

The jury is still out regarding the true status of these 
coins. Manley, Rick Coleman, and Frank Wilkinson each 
submitted articles to Penny-Wise in the late 1990s, debating 
the status of business strike versus proof 1831 half cents. 
Ebenezer Gilbert, Manley, and Coleman consider all 1831 
half cents to be proof-only issues. Meanwhile, Breen, Cohen, 
and Wilkinson all support the existence of business strikes. 
Interested collectors should review those articles. In 1998 
Manley wrote: “I am unconvinced that any 1831 Originals 
were intentionally struck as business strikes. Although this 
variety has historically been considered a proof-only issue, its 
current status as such is controversial.” EAC 60.

Although below the 
Condition Census for the variety, this is an exceptional example 
with nearly full satiny luster visible beneath light gold and sky blue 
toning. With eight stars crowded along the left obverse border and 
only five to the right, the B-23 is a popular engraving error and a 
major Guide Book variety.

number, B-18. Q. David Bowers wrote in his 1993 reference 
Silver Dollars & Trade Dollars of the United States: 

“For many years, Bolender-13 was considered to be one of 
the rarer varieties of 1800, while Bolender-18 was one of 
the more common issues. Auction data suggest that ‘old’ 
B-13 coins were about three and one-half times rarer than 
‘old’ B-18 coins. As might be expected ‘old’ B-13 coins were 
considered to be great rarities in high grades.” 

While Bowers continues by suggesting that the merger of the 
two Bolender varieties under one Bowers-Borckardt number 
would lessen demand for quality examples in the early die 
states, collector awareness of the perfect-die examples’ scarcity 
has not waned, particularly for coins of the highest quality. 

This Select survivor combines impressive preservation with 
striking eye appeal. Strong luster filters through rich gold- 
orange, slate-blue, and rose-gray toning, and strong electric- 
blue color dominates the obverse rims. An apparent curling 
flaw in the date area is on the holder and not the coin; the 
most significant indicator for pedigree purposes, aside from 
the distinctive toning, is a small diagonal mark below Liberty’s

B-5, 
BB-252, R.3. Chestnut-gold and slate-gray with moderate wear 
on the portrait, although all letters in E PLURIBUS UNUM are 
bold save for PLU, which are partially present. A thin horizontal 
scratch near star 13 merits mention. Certainly scarcer than the 
B-6, BB-255 Large 3 variety.(#6900) 

765 1803 Large 3—Scratched, Cleaned—AN ACS. VF Details, Net 
Fine 12. B-6, BB-255, R.2. Bowers-Borckardt Die State II-III. 
Patches of hairlines are unmistakable, but despite the ANACS 
designation, there are no obvious scratches. The cheek and upper 
hair show expected wear, but nearly all of E PLURIBUS UNUM is 
present. (#6901)

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905 1886-0 MS65 PCGS. CAC. Ex: jack Lee 2. Some issues, such as the 1921-D half dollar, are celebrated 

for having the lowest mintage in a series, while others like the 1921 Peace dollar are distinguished as being 
a first-year issue. Sometimes it is the physical characteristics of a coin that make it special, as with 1820 
N-13 large cents, which are relatively more available in high grades than other cents of that era, thanks 
wholly to the Randall hoard of cents found in the 1860s. The 1886-0 dollar stands out as being the rarest 
New Orleans issue in MS65 or better condition as fewer than five Gem specimens are known to exist. The 
current offering belongs to that small fraternity of high-end 1886-0 dollars. After more than 20 years of 
third-party grading, only five coins are currently documented at the MS65 level or above at both major 
services. NGC documents only one such coin—a lone MS66. The PCGS Population Report shows a total 
of four examples; three MS65 pieces and the famous MS67 Deep Mirror Prooflike coin that was considered 
by Wayne Miller in his 1982 reference to he “the most spectacular Morgan dollar now known.” That piece 
sold for $231,000 in Bowers and Merena’s November 1990 sale of the Chris Schenkel collection. 

But why is this seemingly common issue so rare in high grade? The mintage of over 10 million coins makes 
it hard to believe that so few 1886-0 dollars exist in Gem condition. The 1881-S issue saw a comparable 
output of coins, yet well over 100,000 examples of that date are known in MS65 or better condition. David 
Bowers speculates in his Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United States (1993): “At or near the time of 
striking in the nineteenth century, probably a few million coins, say two to four million, were placed into 
circulation and saw commercial use. Probably, millions of other coins, perhaps as many as six to eight million 
pieces, went to the melting pot under the terms of the 1918 Pittman Act.” Bowers continues by stating that 
“in MS64 grade it is extremely difficult to locate; probably somewhere between 125 and 250 remain. In MS65 
preservation the 1886-0 is the rarest New Orleans Mint Morgan dollar; at least one exists, but possibly no 
more than three.” The steep drop of survivors between MS64 and MS65 is reflected in various price guides. 
For example the current Coin Dealer Newsletter indicates a staggering 21-fold increase in price for the 1886-0 
between MS64 and MS65 condition—more than any other issue in the entire Morgan dollar series. 

John Dannreuther and Jeff Garrett’s compilation of silver dollars sold at auction between 1995 
and 2004 records not a single showing of an MS65 1886-0 dollar. The landmark offering of the 
current example may represent one of the few appearances of this rare Gem issue in our lifetime. 

Predominately white surfaces abound with intense cartwheel luster. Although known to be notoriously weekly 
struck, this 1886-0 dollar boasts an unusually strong strike. The negligible scattered abrasions number fewer than 
the most conservative of graders would allow for a Gem Morgan dollar. A memorable specimen that was one of 
the prides of a great collector’s cabinet. Population: 3 in 65, 0 finer (6/09). (#7168) 
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906 1886-S MS65 PCGS. VAM-2. A Top 100 Variety. The mintmark 
is nicely repunched near the serifs, as is the case for many 
Uncirculated examples of this scarce San Francisco issue. Brilliant 
and lustrous with pleasing preservation and minor incompleteness 
of strike above the ear. (#7170) 

907 1886-S MS65 PCGS. This lower mintage Gem features vibrant 
luster and a pleasing strike. Well preserved, both sides are close 
to immaculate aside from a few trivial ticks on the upper neck.

The bottom 
loop of the 6 underdigit shows beneath the lower part of the

Many have concentrations at Fine or 
lower, while a handful of Treasury and GS A release issues have higher 
modes. What could have caused the distinctive wear pattern? 

Q. David Bowers, in several of his written references, relates the 
anecdotal evidence supplied by E.S. Thresher, who wrote in the July 
1925 The Numismatist that the 1893-S was one of only a handful of 
Morgan dollar issues he had not encountered in circulation. This 
led Bowers to speculate that perhaps the late 1920s saw the release 
of most of the 1893-S dollars to Rocky Mountain states, where coin 
collectors were scarce, and there they circulated until silver dollars 
fell out of fashion for general commerce. 

The exact reason seems unknowable, yet the Bowers thought' 
experiment leads to some interesting possibilities. A hard fact, on 
the other hand, is that the 1893-S dollar is elusive in AU grades 
and a condition rarity in Mint State. This near-Mint survivor, 
impressively lustrous beneath layers of gold-orange and silver-gray 
patina, is well-defined with only a touch of friction across the high 
points. A few small abrasions on the cheek and wispy marks in the 
fields have little impact on the eye appeal.

It was 
struck between the obverse die and the obverse of a previously 
struck cent (not included) that clung to the reverse die. The 
brockage is somewhat softly impressed, but several letters and digits 
in LIBERTY and the date are bold. Toned chocolate-brown with 
glimpses of orange-gold. 


1998 Lincoln Cent With Obverse 
Die Cap, MS65 Red 



1199 1998 Lincoln Cent—Die Cap—MS65 Red AN ACS. This cent 
stuck to the reverse die after the initial strike. It remained in the 
coinage chamber for additional strikes, struck against a series of 
planchets fed between it and the obverse die. The obverse shows a 
flattened, distorted, and low relief image of Old Abe. 


Obverse Die-Capped 1998 Lincoln, MS66 Red 



1200 1998 Lincoln Cent—Obverse Die Cap—MS66 Red NGC. This 
hapless cent clung to the obverse die upon its first impression from 
the dies. Subsequent strikes (against newly fed planchets, none of 
which are included) created a thimble shape, with metal forced 
around the lip of the obverse die. The reverse is featureless, except 
for IN GOD from the first strike visible on the reverse edge. 
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1201 1998 Lincoln Cent—Obverse Die Cap—MS66 Red NGC. 

This impressive die cap cent stuck to the obverse die following 
the initial strike. Additional strikes, against newly fed planchets, 
created a cup shape as metal wrapped around the lip of the obverse 
die. The reverse Lincoln Memorial image is flattened and distorted 
by the series of strikes against blank flans.

This 
cent was first struck between the obverse die and the obverse of a 
previously struck cent (not included).

The reverse shows a reversed, incused, and 
spread image of the obverse, the design from the first impression 
flattened by subsequent strikes against a series of freshly fed flans.

The Memorial reverse 
is still evident, although distorted and in low relief from additional 
strikes against blanks.

remarkably clear and dramatic brockage that shows an incused, 
mirrored image of the obverse in place of the reverse.

The second strike was between the obverse die and a newly fed 
planchet that covered the reverse die. The latter piece became 
coin #2, which has a 5% obverse indent from coin #1 at 8 o’clock.

This piece has slight strike 
doubling (which makes the mintmark appear repunched) and is 
likely a late die state due to the multiple, overlapping heavy clash 
marks.

1330 1878 MS65 PCGS. CAC. In 1878, Philadelphia mintages of 
gold coins increased across all denominations, with the exception 
of the gold dollar.

Despite a larger 
production, the 1878 quarter eagle is very scarce as a Gem. Lustrous 
and boldly struck with smooth surfaces and deep pumpkin-gold 
toning.

The majority of 1860 quarter eagles are the Type 
Two reverse, noted for minutely smaller arrowheads and letters. Of 
course, any 1860 quarter eagle is scarce, since only 22,563 pieces 
were struck.

Difficult AU 1860-C Two and a Half 


1327 1865-S AU58 NGC. Luster fills the borders and much of the 
devices.

This specimen has the expected 
striking sharpness of a proof, including broad rims and crisp 
definition in the centers.

Gorgeous 1898 Quarter Eagle, PR64 Deep Cameo 


1341 1898 PR64 Deep Cameo PCGS. CAC. This is an extraordinarily 
attractive proof quarter eagle, with richly frosted devices that shine 
over dark, watery, immensely reflective fields. Such blatant field-to- 
device contrast is unusual in a 19th century specimen of any type, 
and seems more consistent with the Deep Cameo surfaces seen 
on modern proof coins. Crisply struck throughout, with a small 
amount of sunset-orange toning near the obverse borders, and a 
few wispy hairlines that prevent an even finer grade assessment.

Remarkable peach and green-gold 
patina enriches this intricately struck and lustrous Choice gold 
type coin. The patient collector will eventually find a 1909 with 
the unblemished surfaces of the present piece, but it will be an 
arduous task to locate another with such rich original toning.

1346 1909 MS64 NGC. A well-struck specimen with just a touch of 
softness near the eagle’s breast and on the Indian’s headdress. The 
yellow-gold surfaces exhibit plenty of luster and have excellent eye 
appeal. (#7940) 

1347 1911 MS64 NGC. A fine near-Gem example of this early Indian 
quarter eagle issue from the Philadelphia Mint. This piece definitely 
seems high-end for the grade, with shimmering mint frost and a 
minimal number of surface blemishes.(#7942) 

1348 1911 MS64 PCGS. Rich yellow and sun-gold color abounds 
on this shining near-Gem. Well struck overall with only a small 
graze below the T in LIBERTY precluding a finer designation. 
(#7942) 

1349 1911 MS64 NGC. Frosty luster highlights the apricot-gold patina 
that covers both sides. The centers are a trifle weak, as often seen, 
but the rest of the details are boldly defined. This piece would make 
an attractive, yet relatively affordable type coin. (#7942) 


1343 1904 PR61 PCGS. The 20th century Liberty quarter eagles offer 
the best entry-level issues for the novice proof gold collector, and 
this PR61 specimen is not without its charms.

This is a pleasingly detailed near-Gem with only a few fine 
abrasions scattered in the fields. (#7948) 

1363 1915 MS64 NGC. Rich sun-gold color with glimpses of rose and 
wheat near the margins. This lustrous near-Gem is well struck with 
excellent overall eye appeal. (#7948) 

1364 1915 MS64 PCGS. Housed in an older green label holder, this 
near-Gem is fully lustrous with hints of pink over the yellow-gold 
surfaces. Both sides are frosty and well struck.(#7948) 

1365 1915 MS64 NGC. A shimmering and nearly fully struck near-Gem 
with predominantly caramel-gold color. Marks of any consequence 
are impossible to find. Costly any finer. (#7948) 

1366 1915 MS64 NGC. An unmarked, crisply struck, and satiny 
Choice Indian type coin. Although quarter eagles had been every 
year at Philadelphia since 1829, mintage of the denomination at 
the “mother” mint ceased after 1915 until 1926. (#7948)

1367 1925-D MS65 NGC. A fantastic and frosty lemon-gold Gem 
survivor of this final D-mint quarter eagle issue, impressively 
detailed with gorgeous luster. Only a few small marks are present, 
the most visible a tiny abrasion just to the left of the portrait. NGC 
has graded 40 numerically finer pieces (5/09). (#7949) 




1360 1914-D MS64 PCGS. Bright yellow-gold centers yield to deeper 
orange shadings at the rims. This near-Gem is strongly impressed 
with a pleasing obverse, though the reverse fields exhibit a number 
of abrasions that combine to preclude Gem status.

An appealing near-Gem with a variegated 
mixture of straw-gold and rose toning and unbroken satiny luster. 
A small number of wispy marks limit the grade. (#7953) 

1373 1929 MS64 NGC. The final year of issue for the quarter eagles, 
this Choice Mint State piece is fully brilliant with exceptional 
light yellow luster and sharply defined motifs.(#7953) 

1374 1929 MS64 NGC. A gorgeous blend of yellow, orange, and green- 
gold heightens the eye appeal of this important near-Gem Indian 
quarter eagle.(#7953)

1375 1854 MS61 PCGS. An unworn representative of the first and 
highest-mintage Philadelphia three dollar gold issue, immensely 
lustrous with a range of yellow shades. Though a number of 
pinpoint marks are present in the fields, the overall eye appeal is 
better than the grade might suggest. Housed in a green label holder.

Well Struck 1854 Three Dollar, MS61 




1376 1854 MS61 NGC. The 1854 is one of the most available three 
dollar gold pieces in Mint State as many were likely saved as 
curiosities when they were first released. The yellow-gold surfaces 
of this specimen are lightly tinted with mint-green and display 
occasional whispers of apricot. The design elements are well 
impressed, as are most examples of this date. Minute handling 
marks are visible under magnification, especially on the obverse.

1377 1854 MS62 PCGS. This minimally abraded piece is deep yellow- 
gold aside from a wisp of steel-gray on the cheek.

1379 1854-0 AU53 PCGS. The New Orleans Mint issued three dollar 
gold pieces only in 1854, which was also the first year of this odd 
denomination. Eye-catching luster in the periphery accents the 
yellow-orange patina that covers both sides. The strike is soft, as 
typical for the issue, but there are no marks of any significance.

1380 1855 XF45 ICG. A satiny, faintly abraded example with slightly 
muted luster. The khaki-gold surfaces show a few minor nicks 
and a pair of shallow planchet flaws near UN and T in UNITED.

1381 1856-S AU50 PCGS. An attractive AU example for the grade. 
Satiny with a moderate amount of high point wear and even khaki- 
gold color. A light pinscratch extends from the bridge of Liberty’s

Impressive MS62 1859 Three Dollar 



1383 1859 MS62 PCGS. Soft but swirling luster enlivens the dusky 
peach-gold and butter-yellow shadings of this unworn three dollar 
gold piece. Wispy abrasions are scattered on each side, yet the eye 
appeal is stronger than expected for the grade. Out of a mintage 
of 15,558 business strikes, PCGS has graded only 40 coins finer

1384 1864 XF45 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces of this Choice XF three 
dollar retain luster in the recessed areas of the well defined devices. 
An expected number of small marks are present. (#7985) 


Challenging 1866 Three Dollar MS61 


1385 1866 MS61 NGC. A scarce Uncirculated survivor from the 
original mintage of only 4,000 coins. Pumpkin-orange and straw- 
gold shades compete for territory both sides. Marks are limited to a 
few thin abrasions in the fields. Although later dates were set aside 
in number by Philadelphia-area dealers, the 1866 was little saved, 
with only two pieces reported by NGC in grades above MS63.

1382 1859 XF45 PCGS. Noticeable traces of luster remain in the fields 
of this apricot-gold specimen. A small planchet defect is noted on 
the right side of the obverse, but there are no noteworthy marks 
otherwise.

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1386 1868 MS64 NGC. The 1868 has one of the highest survival rates 
of the three dollar series despite its relatively low mintage of 4,850 
business strikes.

1388 1870 MS64 NGC. For a number of years after the Civil War, gold 
and silver coins were rarely seen in commerce.

As a result, 
the Philadelphia Mint produced small amounts of coins at the 
time, seeing little reason to produce coinage that would also be 
hoarded. As a symptom of this ongoing situation, the mintage of 
the 1870 three dollar gold issue was a mere 3,500 pieces. 

This amazing example is tied for the finest that NGC or PCGS 
has ever certified. It is fully lustrous and satiny with brilliant 
orange-gold surfaces and faint pink highlights. Few grade-limiting 
surface marks are evident on either side.

A tiny mintage of 2,000 pieces ensures that the 1872 will 
always be much scarcer than such successor dates as the 1874 and 
1878. Population: 21 in 55, 66 finer (5/09). (#7994) 


Crisply Struck 1874 Three Dollar, MS63 




1391 1874 MS63 NGC. Crisply struck aside from the top of the plumes 
and the knot of the bow. A lustrous Select gold type coin with 
undisturbed fields and a few tiny ticks on Liberty’s jaw. A few faint 
roller marks (as made) are noted within the headdress. As on all 
three dollar pieces, the spacing in LIBERTY is uneven, with IB and 
ER much more distant than RTY. (#7998)

1392 1874 MS64 NGC. CAC. Precisely struck and lustrous with 
attractive pumpkin-orange and green-gold patina. Marks are few 
and inconsequential, and the strike is sharp despite minor softness 
on the knot of the wreath ribbon. Scarcer at the MS64 level than 
the much lower mintage 1888. Census: 86 in 64, 13 finer (5/09).

1393 1874 MS64 PCGS. With strong, swirling luster and an excellent 
strike on the fine details of Liberty’s hair, this orange-kissed yellow- 
gold survivor offers pleasing eye appeal. Only a few tiny marks 
in the fields preclude Gem status. This type issue is a rarity any 
finer; PCGS has certified just 12 higher-grade examples (6/09).

1394 1877 AU55 PCGS. CAC. After two years of proof-only 
production, the three dollar gold piece resumed business strike 
output in 1877, but only 1,468 pieces were coined. This lightly 
worn survivor retains considerable lemon-gold luster, particularly 
at the reflective margins. Abrasions are noted below and to the 
right of the tips of Liberty’s hair.

1398 1878 MS63 PCGS. A Select example of this popular three dollar 
gold type issue that offers strong eye appeal in all respects. Rich 
yellow-gold surfaces have powerful, swirling luster, and the strike 
is pleasing. The flaws that account for the grade are wispy marks 
rather than distracting abrasions. (#8000) 


Lustrous Gem 1878 Three Dollar 



1399 1878 MS65 PCGS. A lustrous peach-gold Gem. The reverse is 
impressively bereft of marks, and the obverse has only minimal 
contact. By the standards of the denomination, the 1878 is 
available, but it must be remembered that all three dollar pieces are 
scarce, particularly as a Gem. In 1878, San Francisco struck more 
than 1.7 million double eagles, a production more than three times 
the total combined mintage of the three dollar denomination. 

As is often seen on 1878 three dollar pieces, the reverse is die- 
doubled, noticeable on the right edges of the ARS in DOLLARS 
and along the upper right border of the cotton leaves near 1:30.

1400 1878 MS67 NGC. The mintage of the 1878 three dollar gold 
piece is, at least in part, related to the Specie Resumption Act 
of January 1875. This Congressional act provided, among other 
things: 

1. That the U.S. Treasury be prepared to resume the redemption 
of legal tender notes in specie (gold) as of January 1, 1879; and 

2. That gradual steps be taken to reduce the number of 
greenbacks in circulation (millions of greenbacks were issued 
during the Civil War, and maintained their value only through 
trust in the government). 

David Bowers and Douglas Winter, in their book The United 
States $3 Gold Pieces, 1854-1889, write: 

“To provide for this, in 1878, as the time approached, it was 
only logical to build up a stock of such pieces, including 
smaller denominations for public convenience. Following 
this logic, the mintage of $3 coins reached 82,304 pieces 
(circulation strikes), the highest total since the denomination 
was instituted in 1854.” 

Today, the 1878 is the post plentiful of all dates in Mint 
State. Indeed, NGC and PCGS have certified approximately 
6,000 examples in Uncirculated grades! The population begins 
to fall off in MS65 and MS66, and only 22 coins reach the lofty 
grade level of MS67. 

This Superb Gem displays a delicate blend of yellow-gold, 
mint-green, apricot, and lilac patina covering surfaces that are 
awash in dazzling luster. While the typical 1878 is lightly struck 
(Bowers and Winter, p. 142), an exacting strike leaves crisp 
definition on the design features, including the hair, bonnet, 
and lower wreath; areas that are usually weak. Impeccable 
preservation complements these attributes, engendering 
captivating eye appeal. Census: 16 in 67, 0 finer (6/09).

1403 1879 MS64 PCGS. Light yellow-gold color overall with potent, 
swirling luster.

After the last high-mintage issue of three 
dollar gold pieces the previous year, production for 1879 fell to a 
token 3,000 business strikes. (#8001) 


1406 1882 MS61 AN ACS. The defective or repunched 2 in the date 
readily identifies this piece as a business strike, since the proofs of 
this date do not possess that feature. Garrett and Guth remark upon 
the surprisingly high number of AU and Uncirculated survivors 
from this date, considering its scant mintage of only 1,500 coins. 
This MS61 example displays abundant mint luster and radiant 
yellow-gold surfaces. A couple of minor marks are noted on the 
reverse, where a reddish-brown alloy spot is also observed, directly

1405 1882 MS61 PCGS. A prooflike example of this ultra-low mintage

strike aside from minor bluntness on Liberty’s eyebrow. Both sides 
are refreshingly unabraded, and given the strong command from 
collectors of this popular set, the present lot should witness spirited

Alluring 1882 Three Dollar Gold, MS61 


1401 1879 MS61 NGC. A boldly defined example of a low mintage 
date. Study beneath a loupe and a strong light fails to locate any 
detrimental abrasions. The grade is determined by the luster extent, 
prominent throughout the wreath, legends, and portrait. Many 
gold collectors take one look at the mintages of three dollar pieces 
and assume that the series is uncollectible. Proof-only issues and 
the unique 1870-S are out of reach for those of average means, but 
most numismatists can complete long date runs of the series with 
patience and effort. (#8001) 


1404 1879 MS64 Prooflike NGC. Reflective fields and lustrous, 
well struck devices combine to display outstanding eye appeal. 
Minor thin contact on the cheek barely merits mention. Only 
3,000 pieces were struck, quite a reduction from the 82,304 pieces 
produced the prior year. Census: 10 in 64 Prooflike, 1 finer (6/09).

Reflective Uncirculated 1882 Three Dollar 


1402 1879 MS63 PCGS. CAC. This Select Mint State sun-gold 
representative offers dazzling luster and an exacting strike. 
Infrequent minor field marks are all that preclude an even higher 
grade. A mere 3,000 business impressions were coined, a fraction of 
the prior year’s three dollar emission. (#8001) 


Flashy Near-Gem 1879 Three Dollar Gold 
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Pleasing Mint State 1883 Three Dollar 



1407 1883 MS61 PCGS. Meager mintages abound in the three dollar 
series, but the 1883 emission is especially low. Only 900 business 
strikes were coined, in addition to the separately collected 160 
proofs. This orange-gold example has a pleasing strike and lacks 
the untoward marks often encountered with the MS61 grade.

Lower Mintage 1887 Three Dollar MS62 



1408 1887 MS62 PCGS. The Philadelphia Mint concentrated on 
silver dollar production in 1887. No business strike half eagles or 
double eagles were issued, and the other gold denominations had 
only token mintages. Just 6,000 three dollar pieces were struck, 
of which perhaps 200 examples survive in Mint State. This sun- 
gold example has good luster and a precise strike. The obverse is 
nicely die doubled, visible on much of LIBERTY and AMERICA.

1409 1888 MS65 NGC. The business strike production of the 1888 is an 
enticingly low 5,000 pieces. Examples were duly set aside by well- 
connected Philadelphia dealers, but most survivors show friction 
or abrasions and cannot compare to the eye appeal of the present 
sun-gold Gem. It is boldly struck, and contact is inconsequential. 
A strong loupe reveals only faint marks near Liberty’s shoulder curl.

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Glowing 1888 Three Dollar, MS66 



1410 1888 MS66 PCGS. CAC. Despite a mintage of 5,000 circulation 
strikes, the 1888 three dollar gold piece is relatively easy to locate 
in Mint State right through the near-Gem level of preservation. 
David Bowers (2005) suggests that this is “probably reflective of 
fewer being melted at the Mint.” Gems, on the other hand, are 
scarcer, and anything finer is elusive. 

Glowing luster emanates from both sides of this Premium 
Gem, and each is endowed with rich apricot'gold and mint-green 
patination. A decisive strike results in sharp definition on the design 
elements. Coupled with these attributes are impeccably preserved 
surfaces that reveal just a few trivial marks. The CAC label aptly 
recognizes the technical quality and aesthetic appeal of this lovely 
piece.

Lovely 1889 Three Dollar, MS62 



1411 1889 MS62 NGC. The three dollar denomination was unnecessary 
in commerce and failed to circulate during its last several years. 
Mintages were small but survival rates were higher, meaning 
that the typical survivor is apt to be a higher grade. This lovely 
example has frosty yellow^gold surfaces with few imperfections 
on either side, other than typical grade^consistent abrasions. A 
delightful representative from the final year of the denomination.

1412 1889 MS62 NGC. Gleaming yellow^gold surfaces show occasional 
lemon accents. The strike is generally pleasing, though a number of 
wispy abrasions are noted in the fields.

The 1889 has long enjoyed popularity as the last of the three 
dollar gold pieces, aided by a business strike mintage of only 2,300

Gorgeous Gem Proof 1860 Three Dollar Gold 



1413 1860 PR65 NGC. Ostensibly, 119 proof three dollar gold 
pieces were delivered by the coiner on April 5, 1860. However, 
the issue’s appearances on the market are extremely infrequent. 
Numismatists believe most of those proofs went unsold and 
were melted at the Mint. Walter Breen speculated that many 
specimens were later spent or carried as pocket pieces until they 
became indistinguishable from business strikes. In The United 
States $3 Gold Pieces 1854G889, Q. David Bowers reports, 
“Although Mint records state that 119 Proofs were struck, it 
is likely that no more than 20 were actually distributed. For 
decades the 1860 has heen viewed as a first-class rarity among 
Proofs in the $3 series.” Bowers goes on to estimate a surviving 
population of 10-12 examples. 

Harry Bass noticed that proofs of this date were struck from the 
same dies as circulation strikes. The dies were simply repolished 
to produce a mirror finish. This process (called lapping) resulted 
in some loss of detail in certain areas. Longacre’s initials, on the 
truncation of the neck, were nearly eradicated by the lapping, 
and the spacing of the obverse dentils was also disrupted. 

The present coin is a small masterpiece. Despite the 
aforementioned lapping, this coin features a sharp strike. 
Exquisite detail is present in the hair and feathers on the 
obverse, and in the wreath on the reverse. The fields are fully 
reflective, and complement the crisply delineated devices to 
produce fantastic eye appeal. This specimen is tied with two 
other pieces, one at PCGS and another at NGC, for the honor 
of finest certified (6/09). (#8023) 
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PROOF FOUR DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


Exquisite 1879 Flowing Hair Gold Stella 
Judd-163 5, PR64 Cameo 
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1414 1879 Flowing Hair, Judd-1635, Pollock-1833, R.3, PR64 Cameo PCGS. CAC. The 1879 Flowing Hair Stellas were 
distributed in three-piece sets to Congressmen along with examples of the Judd-1617 and Judd-1626, two different goloid 
metric silver dollar designs. According to numismatic legend, about 25 “original” Stellas were struck for distribution, 
and they proved so popular that more sets were restruck in 1880. The most commonly seen figure for the restrikes 
is 400, but some estimates are higher, making the 1879 Flowing Hair by far the most available of the four varieties: 
a simple 2x2 matrix, with 1879 and 1880 on one side, and Flowing Hair and Coiled Hair on the other. 

Both the Stellas and their counterparts in the three-piece sets, the goloid and goloid metric dollars, were the 
result of the increasing influence of Western silver mining interests and their cohorts, a cabal of Eastern 
politicians who were trying to increase domestic and international circulation of the precious metal via the guise 
of sans-borders metric and international currency concepts. According to the vision, gold or silver coinage with 
an “even” metric weight and purity—hence eliminating the need for assay testing—would obviate the need 
for individual country-states to issue their own precious metal coinage, a concept that would begin to be realized 
more than a century later with the introduction of the euro, the first truly international currency. 

In the case of the Stella, although it appears to be a standard-alloy gold coin, its purported “metric” alloy was 
composed of a “lot of gold with a little bit of silver,” the whole alloyed with copper. 

Therein lay a major flaw. 

Both the goloid metric silver dollars, which purportedly contained a “lot of silver with a little bit of gold [about 4%],” and the 
Stellas were indistinguishable from their standard-coinage-alloy counterparts. That is, they would have been indistinguishable, 
even if they had been actually struck in those unusual alloys. The small amounts of added silver or gold were insufficient for 
visual detection, an instant invitation for forgers to manufacture lower-value imitations of the real McCoy. 

We say “would have been indistinguishable” because we firmly believe that no 1879 Flowing Hair gold Stellas were ever made 
as “originals” in that metric alloy. Rather, they were struck on regular .900 fine gold planchets rolled out to 80% of the thickness 
of a half eagle, accounting for the striations seen on all known examples of the 1879 Flowing Hair Stella. 

Another, more fundamental flaw lay in their reliance on intrinsic value to equal a number of international currencies. 
Like any bullion coin, its intrinsic value as measured in Austrian florins, French francs, or Dutch guilder fluctuated over 
time, and in this way it had no ready advantage over the more-familiar U.S. gold eagles and half eagles. 

Regardless of the original intent or misconceptions behind the creation of the Stellas, today they are among the 
United States’ most desired and reverse numismatic treasures. While the 1879 Coiled Hair and both 1880 versions are 
seldom offered and fabulously expensive, the 1879 Flowing Hair is available for a price, and always in demand. 

This piece shows glorious, rich golden-yellow color and bold eye appeal. The striations are visible through Liberty’s 
cheek and brow on the obverse, and on the high points of the star on the reverse, particularly the lower segment where 
the strike through CEN(TS) is somewhat soft. Otherwise, there are few signs of contact or other distractions. A wonderful 
acquisition to finish off that gold type set. Population: 18 in 64 Cameo, 20 finer (6/09). (#88057) 
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Enchanting 1879 Flowing Hair Gold Stella 
Judd-163 5, Gem Cameo Proof 
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1415 1879 Flowing Hair, Judd-1635, Pollock-1833, R.3, PR65 Cameo NGC. The 1879 four dollar Stella 
is the most popular gold pattern of all time. It is properly considered a pattern, but conventional gold collectors 
have adopted the issue as well. The Stella is pursued passionately by collectors from many different disciplines and 
backgrounds. An example is considered a highlight of any collection that features one. 

The Stella was originally intended to function as a medium of international exchange, much as the euro does today. The 
Honorable John A. Kasson conceived of the coin as a handy denomination, nearly equivalent to the Austrian eight florin, 
French twenty franc, Italian twenty lire, Spanish twenty peseta, and Dutch eight florin coins. Having traveled extensively 
in Europe in political assignments as an envoy and minister plenipotentiary, Kasson understood the financial difficulties 
faced by international travelers in his day. Banks charged a significant premium to exchange one currency for another. 
Repeatedly changing money as one journeyed from country to country would result in substantial loss through the repeated 
fees. Money-changers would usually refuse to exchange minor coins, causing further drain on the traveler’s funds. Kasson 
hoped to facilitate travel overseas and foreign trade by developing a coin that could be used in many countries without 
the expense and inconvenience of monetary exchange. Kasson had impressive credentials as a former chairman of the 
Committee of Coinage, Weights and Measures in Congress. Using his political connections, the former chairman convinced 
the sitting Committee of Coinage, Weights and Measures to consider his project. The result was the Stella. 

Engravers Charles Barber and George Morgan both developed a pattern four dollar gold coin in 1879. Barber produced 
the Flowing Hair obverse design, which was similar to a half eagle pattern design from 1878, Judd-1574. Morgan created an 
elegant design known as the Coiled Hair Stella, with Liberty’s hair gathered up in braids atop her head. The designs used 
a common reverse, with a five-pointed star as the central element, from which the pattern takes its name. It is believed 
that 15 Flowing Hair Stellas were coined in 1879, but demand from Congressmen and Mint officials caused the issue to 
be restruck in 1880. The restrikes were from the original dies and may have numbered as many as 600-700 examples. All 
examples seen in modern times have parallel striations across the obverse design, usually in the hair, and it is impossible to 
differentiate between restrikes and originals. Morgan’s Coiled Hair design was produced in extremely small quantities and 
was not given out to Congressmen for examination. The design was not restruck and remains very rare today. Experts believe 
that 400-500 specimens of the Flowing Hair Stella have survived. Both Flowing Hair and Coiled Hair varieties were later 
reproduced in small numbers, with new dies dated 1880, to satisfy numismatic demand from favored collectors. 

Kasson’s idea was ahead of its time, but it was fatally flawed. The different currencies that he sought to 
exchange with the Stella were not exact equivalents and varied against each other over time. Congress realized that 
the Stella was impractical, and no regular mintage was ever authorized. Many Stellas are worn, and popular stories 
relate that members of Congress used the coins they obtained as exotic gifts for their mistresses. 

As a result of their colorful history, many Stellas are seen in impaired condition today. Gem Cameo examples are rare 
and desirable. The present example is a fine representative of this much-loved design. The deeply mirrored fields contrast 
boldly with the frosty devices to produce a dramatic cameo effect. The strike is strong, and all design elements are brought 
up in great detail. The lovely green-gold color accents the virtually flawless surfaces. A classic rarity that will appeal to the 
pattern specialist and the mainstream collector.

A fairly substantial 
number (by Charlotte Mint standards) of 1848-C fives were 
minted, but the vast majority of the original production of 
64,472 pieces has been either lost or reduced in eye appeal 
as a result of circulation. It is estimated that there are a 
total of 250-350 pieces extant today in all grades. However, 
well over half of the known examples are in the VF-XF 
grade range. Only three to five pieces are believed to grade 
Uncirculated. This coin is listed as second finest on Doug 
Winter’s most recent Condition Census, and it is numerically 
tied with the Eliasberg coin, which is also graded MS64. 

Some softness of strike is noted on the curls around 
Liberty’s face and on the eagle’s neck and right (facing) leg 
feathers. These features are, however, normal for the issue 
and do not detract from the overall pleasing eye appeal. Both 
sides show semiprooflike fields that glow with bright yellow- 
gold coloration. This piece lacks the normally encountered 
extensive abrasions.

1509 1849/49 MS64 NGC. Breen-6582. Doubled 49. The 4 and 9 in 
the date are heavily repunched, but with only minor separation 
so the repunching appears somewhat as a thickening of the 
numerals. Breen described a second variety as an “Overdate” that 
William Woodin initially called an 1849/7 variety. This example 
is clearly the doubled 49 variety, and apparently quite rare. NGC 
has certified 23 examples of this variety, and 140 examples of 
the normal 1849 variety. Of all 163 coins they have certified, the 
present piece is the only MS64, with none finer (6/09). Therefore, 
not only is this piece the finest 1849/49 half eagle that NGC has 
certified, it is the finest of any 1849 half eagle they have graded. In 
fact, PCGS has never graded an 1849 half eagle finer than MS62, 
making this the single finest example of the date graded by either 
service. Essentially, it is the finest known 1849 half eagle. 

This remarkable half eagle is fully lustrous with outstanding 
orange-gold surfaces that have a few trivial marks on each side, 
preventing an even higher grade. The hair details behind the eye 
and below the ear are a trifle weak, as are the eagle’s neck and 
the exposed arrow feather. All other design elements are nicely

1510 1849-C XF45 PCGS. Variety 1. Winter describes the 1849-C 
as “the most available Charlotte half eagle struck before 1850” 
in better grades, and type collectors should pay attention to the 
present lot.

A few mint-made adjustment marks are 
noted near the RTY in LIBERTY and behind Liberty’s ear. The 
reverse rim has a minor ding at 11 o’clock and is lightly filed near 
2:30. A bit bright and faintly hairlined, and the fields are cloudy 
from cleaning. Most Small Eagle ten dollar pieces have similar 
problems, and all are nonetheless coveted as representatives of this

Two reverse dies were 
used with the obverse, the present variety with a leaf joined to 
the right base of I. This variety is one of the two most plentiful die 
combinations in the entire early eagle series from 1795 to 1804.

1703 1801 AU55 NGC. Breerv6843, Taraszka-24, BD-1, R.5. The 
obverse has two points of star 1 close to the curl, and a single point 
of star 8 farther from the cap, diagnostic for this scarce die marriage. 
The reverse die was also used for 1799 BD^IO eagles and 1800 BD'l 
eagles, the latter in early and late states with the latest examples— 
such as the 1800 in the present sale—struck after the 1801 eagles. 

This pleasing greemgold example has satiny luster with slightly 
reflective surfaces. Both sides have minor marks consistent with the 
grade. The high points have a trace of wear with pale orange color. 
Only about 40 to 50 examples of this rare variety are known.

1704 1801 MS62 NGC. Breem6843, Taraszka'25, BD^2, R.2. The 
attribution is not difficult, since there are only two obverses known 
for this year, and on the BD-2 variety star 1 is considerably farther 
from the lowest hair curl. Star 8 is close to the cap, and star 13 
nearly touches the bust. For such a large gold coin the surfaces, at 
least to the naked eye, are remarkably free of abrasions, large or 
small.

1705 1804 Crosslet 4 AU58 NGC. Breen-6847, Taraszka-31, BD-1, 
High R.4- Bass-Dannreuther Obverse State b, Reverse State b, 
with faint peripheral die cracks on each side. This is the only 
1804-dated die pair used to strike eagles for circulation, and 
1804 is the last year that appears on early eagles—but it does 
not follow that the 1804 Crosslet 4 eagle was the last variety 
struck. As Bass and Dannreuther recount in Early U.S. Gold 
Coin Varieties, “Actually, [1804] is the last date in the series but 
not the final coin struck for the circulation series. The reverse 
used for this coin ... was used after striking this date/variety for 
the very rare 1-E [die] combination of 1803, BD-6 ... So the 
mintage totals for this year, already a scant 3,757, undoubtedly 
include some coins dated 1803!” 

Bass and Dannreuther also highlight the Plain 4 version 
of the 1804 eagle, struck as proofs in 1834 and possibly 1835 
for inclusion in diplomatic presentation sets, though they are 
careful to distinguish those later proofs from their circulating 
Crosslet 4 counterparts. As for the Crosslet 4 BD-1 pieces, 
the authors estimate 80 to 100 pieces surviving, many of them 
impaired, which makes the issue very scarce in any state. 
Viewed in that context, a near-Mint coin such as the present 
piece becomes even more impressive. Radiant yellow-gold 
surfaces are lightly abraded overall with only trifling wear at the 
high points, though striking weakness is also present there and 
at several of the obverse stars. Adjustment marks are noted on 
Liberty’s cap. Census: 14 in 58, 29 finer (5/09). (#8566)

Popular 1839 Ten Dollar, Head of 1838, XF45 


1706 1839 Type of 1838, Large Letters XF45 NGC. A highly popular 
and desirable example representing the first design type that was 
only produced in 1838 and 1839. The differences are distinctive 
enough that advanced type collectors aspire to own an example of 
this subtype. This lightly abraded piece has pale green-gold surfaces 
with violet patina in the protected areas.

The engraver 
accidentally punched the three digits upside down and then went 
back to correct his error, leaving a spectacular variety for collectors 
today. Although well worn, this wonderful green-gold eagle has 
smooth, mark-free surfaces and presents exceptional quality for 
the assigned grade. A popular variety listed in the Guide Book; 
although the overdate is more common than the Normal Date 
variant of the issue, both see intense collector pressure.

1886 1907 No Periods MS63 PCGS. This pleasing gold type coin has 
the initial appearance of a decidedly finer grade.

The No Motto design was only coined for two years, without the

1922 1915-S MS60 ANACS. Well struck overall, though slight loss 
of detail is noted at the front of the eagle’s wings.

A melange of yellow-gold, mint-green and apricot coloration 
adorns the lustrous surfaces of this near-Gem specimen, and a 
decisive strike leaves strong detail on the design elements.

1936 1850-0—Scratched—NCS. XF Details. While the surfaces 
exhibit a few modest scratches, scuffs, and abrasions, the existing 
detail approaches AU, with some remaining luster in the protected 
areas close to the devices. The overall eye appeal of this desirable 
twenty is finer than the description indicates. (#8903)

1938 1851 AU58 NGC. Rich yellow-orange color and strong eye appeal.

1976 1859-0 AU58 PCGS. Every New Orleans double eagle 
coined after 1853 is an important rarity. Douglas Winter, in 
the second edition of Gold Coins of the New Orleans Mint 
(2006), calls the 1859-0 the fourth rarest New Orleans twenty, 
trailing the 1855-0; the ultra-rare 1854-0 and 1856-0 issues 
lead the pack. He writes: 

“The 1859-0 double eagle is a very scarce issue in all grades. 
It is most often seen in Very Fine to Extremely Fine grades 
and it is rare in About Uncirculated. Most pieces in this 
grade range are no better than AU53, and the 1859-0 
becomes very rare in properly graded AU55. There are 
currently four Uncirculated pieces known.” 

PCGS and NGC combined have certified fewer than 110 
1859-0 twenties, and rate a mere three coins as Mint State. 
This near-Mint State example exhibits a better strike than 
ordinarily seen. Specifically, all obverse stars are bold, and most 
of Liberty’s hair is strong. The wing tips and tail feathers reveal 
some of the usual softness, but the remaining reverse motif details 
are sharp. The surfaces display considerable medium yellow- 
gold luster and hints of reflectivity near the devices. Minute 
contact marks are scattered about, but they are fewer and less 
severe than ordinarily seen. This is significant, because Winter 
writes: “Almost every known 1859-0 double eagle shows deep 
abrasions on the surfaces.” Small contacts beneath obverse 
star 5 along with three milling marks under the left (facing) 
wing are mentioned strictly for pedigree identification. 

Considering the above-average strike and minimally 
abraded surfaces, this is a truly exceptional offering that will 
draw serious attention from New Orleans Mint collectors and 
those of high quality, rare gold coinage. Population: 4 in 58, 1

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1977 1859-S AU55 PCGS. First year of the obverse hub with the I in 
LIBERTY from a proper punch instead of an L, as seen on prior 
dates. A yellow-gold piece with noticeable remaining luster and no 
untoward abrasions. Mostly excluded from shipwreck hoards, the 
1859-S is rare in Mint State; even Choice AU examples are scarce. 
Population: 35 in 55, 62 finer (6/09). (#8928) 


1980 1860 AU58 NGC. Swirling cartwheel luster glides across the 
pleasing butter-yellow surfaces. Liberty’s hair is somewhat soft, 
but the peripheral motifs show nice definition. A number of light 
abrasions define the grade, none of any significance. Although 
plentiful in most circulated grades, examples are somewhat scarce 
in Mint State. (#8929)

1978 1859-S AU55 NGC. The 1859-S twenty, with a business strike 
mintage of more than 600,000 pieces, is typically found in XF and 
AU. Like most coins of this era, the 1859-S is very rare in Mint 
State. This Choice AU coin displays traces of luster in the recesses 
of the apricot-gold surfaces. Its design features are well brought up, 
though portions of Liberty’s hair are soft. A few of the expected 
bagmarks are visible, especially on the obverse.

This conditionally rare piece 
exhibits a few moderate marks and numerous small abrasions on 
each side. The bright, yellow-gold surfaces reflect abundant, satiny 
luster and a bold strike.

1982 1860-0 AU58 PCGS. The New Orleans Mint, unlike its 
counterparts at Charlotte and Dahlonega, was equipped to 
produce gold denominations higher than the half eagle. Ten 
dollar gold pieces with an “O” mintmark appeared in 1841, 
and the Louisiana facility struck double eagles alongside 
Philadelphia in 1850, the first year of production for the twenty 
dollar gold piece. After the early years, however, the New 
Orleans Mint’s production of double eagles slowed and became 
erratic. In 1860, against the backdrop of swiftly deteriorating 
national unity, that year’s issue amounted to just 6,600 pieces. 

While the 1860-0 is not accorded the “stopper” status of 
issues such as the 1854-0 and 1856-0, it is one of the more 
challenging Southern double eagles, and in better grades it 
proves just as elusive as its better-known predecessors. In the 
second edition of Gold Coins of the New Orleans Mint 1839 
-1909, Doug Winter (2006) describes the 1860-0 as “unlocated 
in Mint State,” though NGC’s Census Report lists an MS60 
Prooflike example pedigreed to the S.S. Republic. Absent this 
specimen, now in a tightly held private collection, the only other 
Mint State example is an NGC-certified MS62. Winter asserts 
that the current pool of 20 AU58 pieces—16 at NGC and only 
four at PCGS (6/09)—is “highly inflated by resubmissions.” 

This high-end piece’s surfaces are vivid yellow-gold with 
minor emerald and honey-orange overtones. Though the left 
obverse stars are softly struck as always, the rest of the coin 
shows better definition. A number of fine marks affect the 
luster of the fields, though the margins and protected areas 
show distinct reflectivity. Aside from a scuff to the right of 
the eagle and an abrasion on the shield, the coin shows few 
individually distracting flaws. Opportunities to acquire a near- 
Mint representative of the 1860-0 double eagle are infrequent, 
at best. (#8930) 
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1983 1860-S XF45 NGC. Dusky yellow-orange and antique-gold 
color with glimmers of luster at the margins. A pleasing Choice 
XF example of this challenging Type One S-mint twenty. 
(#8931) 

1984 1860-S AU50 NGC. Traces of luster rest in the protected areas of 
this AU S-mint specimen. The design elements are generally well 
defined. A linear abrasion occurs on Liberty’s cheek. (#8931) 

1985 1860-S AU50 NGC. Pale yellow-gold color overall with bright 
luster. The softly struck obverse shows few significant marks, but a 
substantial abrasion is noted in the right reverse field.

In the Old West, 
however, gold remained in circulation, since the battlefields were 
far away and Federal paper money was rejected.

The dusky 
green-gold coloration is undoubtedly original.

1998 1863-S—Cleaned—ICG. MS60 Details. Large S. The 1863- 
S is readily available in circulated grades. It takes patience and 
searching to locate in Mint State, but then only in the lower levels 
thereof; Select and better grades are elusive. The yellow-gold 
surfaces of this MS60 Details example reveals fine hairlines under 
high magnification. Luster is visible in the recessed areas of the 
generally well struck devices. A few minute abrasions are seen on

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1999 1864 XF45 NGC. This Civil War issue shows reddish-gold patina 
and a few scattered light marks. Higher circulated grade pieces are 
the most often encountered examples of this issue.

At least two date digits are present in the 
dentils beneath the 65 in the date. This partly lustrous Civil War 
double eagle has only one remotely mentionable mark, concealed 
within the rays above the eagle.

2005 1866-S No Motto XF40 PCGS. The 1866-S No Motto issue is one 
of the rarest of all of the Type One double eagles. The actual mintage 
figure is unknown, but Garrett and Guth estimate 120,000 pieces. This 
example is boldly struck, with relatively clean, evenly worn surfaces. 
The khaki-green coloration yields to strong red-orange luster remnants 
near the peripheries. Population: 22 in 40, 68 finer (5/09).

2003 1865 MS63 PCGS. One of the few quality Mint State examples 
of this Civil War issue that did not come from the S.S. Republic 
shipwreck, which was dispersed in April 2005, after the present piece 
was certified.

The fields are almost prooflike 
with considerable reflectivity. A small scratch in the left obverse field 
is the only blemish of note.

2006 1866-S No Motto AU53 PCGS. The 1866-S double eagle 
is the last of the No Motto Liberty Head type. Both the No 
Motto and the With Motto were struck in 1866 at the San 
Francisco Mint, of which the former is by far the rarest. Paul 
Green, writing about the 1866-S twenty in an April 1, 2008 
Numismatic News article titled “Branch Made Two Versions of 
Double Eagle,” offers the following explanation underlying the 
two 1866 varieties: 

“The addition of the motto (In God We Trust) came quickly 
at Philadelphia, but shipping the new dies to San Francisco 
took time. Moreover, there was pressure in San Francisco to 
produce double eagles. If the facility got a load of gold, it could 
not ask the gold owner to wait a few weeks for a new die.” 

The original mintage of the No Motto variety is controversial. 
Some numismatists put the figure at 12,000 pieces while others 
list it as 120,000 coins. Regardless of the correct figure, there 
are probably no more than 200 specimens known in all grades. 
PCGS/NGC population data indicate that the modal grade 
range is XF40 to AU50. The two services have certified a mere 
four Uncirculated examples, none finer than MS62. 

Orange-gold surfaces display whispers of faded red on this 
AU53 offering, and retain traces of luster in the recessed areas. 
The design elements are typically struck, in that softness occurs 
in the centers of the first four obverse stars and in portions of 
Liberty’s hair. The reverse is better struck, a characteristic of 
the issue, and the horizontal shield lines are quite sharp. This 
latter point is significant, as these lines nearly always show 
weakness on surviving examples. Distributed marks are visible 
over both sides, though they can probably be considered less 
severe than the heavy abrasions that are usually encountered. 
In summary, this piece exhibits above-average eye appeal and is 
sure to elicit spirited bids. Population: 7 in 53, 7 finer (5/09).

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2007 1866 AU50 NGC. Khaki-gold toning yields to vibrant orange 
luster remnants near the devices. Well struck and moderately worn, 
with a few noticeable abrasions on each side.(#8949)

but this briefly circulated Type Two example from the first year of 
the design subtype offers solid detail otherwise.

The number of coins graded 
by the major services is lower than most of the other Philadelphia 
Type 2 double eagles.” This impressive AU53 representative offers 
surprisingly strong details for the grade. Showing only traces of 
high point wear and some wispy hairlines in the fields, this barely 
abraded piece should appeal to a discerning collector.

As the second rarest Carson City double 
eagle, the 1871-CC is always in demand by collectors of this 
popular series. Only 17,387 pieces were produced, and it is reliably 
estimated that fewer than 150 coins survive in all grades. Carson 
City gold is a highly popular collecting specialty; examples are 
always in demand. 

The present smooth yellow-gold example represents a median 
grade for the issue. Traces of luster are still visible in protected 
areas around the devices, and the surfaces are entirely free of 
consequential marks.

Nearly full but satiny luster with moderate 
abrasions and an average strike. Easily available in grades through XF, 
this issue becomes quite difficult in conditions of AU and above.

2070 1876-CC AU55 NGC. Pleasantly lustrous fields accent the green- 
gold patina that covers both sides. Peppered abrasions are typical 
for the grade and issue, but none are of any significance.

2071 1876-CC AU55 NGC. This Centennial-year CC-mint double 
eagle is boldly impressed, and the reverse retains most of its initial 
luster.

No marks are worthy of comment, aside from a reed mark 
above the jaw and a thin mark above the right (facing) wing.

2103 1882 AU58 ICG. The 1882 is the rarest Type Three double eagle 
in business strike form (571 pieces). Michael Fuljenz and Douglas 
Winter write in Type Three Double Eagles, 1877-1907 that: 

it must be ranked among the rarest 19th century American 
gold coins in any series. The few remaining examples generally 
grade Extremely Fine-45 to About Uncirculated-50. Any 
1882 Double Eagle which grades About Uncirculated-55 is 
extremely rare and only two pieces are believed to exist in 
Mint State.” 

Two grading services—NGC and PCGS—have actually 
certified four Mint State 1882 double eagles, the highest 
MS62. Indeed, those services have graded a total of 28 pieces 
in all levels of preservation (5/09). 

The present ICG-certified AU58 coin displays attractive 
orange-gold patina imbued with splashes of mint-green on 
the obverse portrait. The fields are prooflike, as are those of 
virtually every 1882 business strike twenty. They establish 
notable contrast with the motifs, especially when the coin is 
rotated under a light source. A well executed strike delivers crisp 
definition to the design elements, including the reverse shield 
and eagle, areas that are sometimes soft. Distributed minute 
marks are visible over each side, but they are totally within the 
context of a large gold coin that has seen brief circulation. 

Interestingly, Fuljenz and Winter say, “The great rarity of 
this date makes its eye appeal relatively unimportant. When 
examining a coin which is as rare as the 1882 Double Eagle, 
the collector cannot be overly concerned with eye appeal.” 
That this particular specimen yields exceptional eye appeal 
makes it all the more special for the connoisseur of rare gold 
coins. (#8996) 
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2104 1882-CC AU50 PCGS. Well-defined with bright wheat-gold 
luster. The devices show minimal wear, but several long, thin 
abrasions are noted in the right obverse field.

SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 



2246 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim MS64 NGC. CAC. There were 
exciting times at the U.S. Mint in 1907, as the nation’s gold 
coinage was being fundamentally redesigned, after many years 
of the various Liberty Head types. The largest and most valuable 
gold type was the twenty dollar “double eagle,” and its retooling 
proved to be perhaps the most difficult challenge of all, compared 
to the new quarter eagle, half eagle, and ten dollar eagle designs. 
The drama that ensued included the unfortunate illness and 
ultimate demise of the great sculptor Augustus Saint-Gaudens, 
who expired in August of that year. 

This is a gorgeous example of the so-called High Relief, Flat 
Rim variant of Saint-Gaudens’ twenty dollar design. According to 
Walter Breen (1988), there were probably 3,000 examples of this 
variety produced, compared to around 8,250 pieces corresponding 
to the other “Wire Rim” version.
